Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Press and Registration of Books Short title

1989 shall cease to be 
the editor, printer or publisher of the newspaper mentioned in 
such declaration after the expiry of a period of two months from 
the date of commencement of the Press and Registration of 
Books (Amendment) Act, 1965 unless before the expiry of that 
period he makes and subscribes a fresh declaration in respect of 
that newspaper under rule ( 2 ) of the rules laid down in section 
5 of this Act." .

146 . (1 ) Where in connection with the tendering of any Powers of

(b ) requiring the discovery and production of any docu 
ment or other material object producible as evidence ; 


( c) receiving evidence on affidavits; 

( d ) requisitioning any public record or a copy thereof 
from any court or office ; 
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( e ) issuing commissions for the examination of wit 
nesses or documents . 


(2 ) The Commission shall also have the power to require 
any person , subject to any privilege which may be claimed by 
that person under any law for the time being in force, to furnish 
information on such points or matters as in the opinion of the 
Commission may be useful for, or relevant to , the subject matter 
of the inquiry . 


( 3 ) The Commission shall be deemed to be a civil court 
and when any such offence, as is described in section 175 , 
section 178, section 179 , section 180 or section 228 of the Indian 
Penal Code , is committed in the view or presence of the 45 of 1960 
Commission , the Commission may after recording the facts 
constituting the offence and the statement of the accused as pro 
vided for in the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 , forward 5 of 1898 
the case to a magistrate having jurisdiction to try the same and 
the magistrate to whom any such case is forwarded shall proceed 
to hear the complaint against the accused as if the case had been 
forwarded to him under Section 482 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1898 . 


( 4 ) Any proceeding before the Commission shall be deemed 
to be a judicial proceeding within the meaning of section 193 
and section 228 of the Indian Penal Code.
